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Continuation of 1 1 : Applicant argues that prior art of record fails to teach storing frame data in legacy buffer not allocated to the application 
program and further copying data from the legacy buffer to user buffer. 

With respect to above argument, Examiner disagrees. Elzur discloses two distinct memory locations in the system memor (304 & 308). 
Memory region of 308 is used to store frame data that was either incomplete or out of sequence whereas the appliation region feeds the 
frames to the appropriate application. When a frame is received either as incomplete or out of sequence, Elzur's sytem stores the data in 
308 upon which it waits for receiving the remaining data prior to transferring frames from 308 region to the application portion of the buffer. 

Therefore it is the position of the Examiner that prior art reads on the claimed limitations. 
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
